Gnmn<lK were cMirtailed yesterday and t«Hlay be- 
oaiise of a heavy raiin which made the going at the 
tw<» c'onrses iinusnally sloppy. The downi>our proved 
benefh'ial in one way. however, as it put the new 
drainage system at Jefferson Park to its first real 
test, and the way tliat the water rolleil off the 
eoiirse made it plain to 1 h* seen that there will l>e 
no danger of a flood at that track, as w’as the case 
last year. 

The roof on the grandstand at tlie Fair Grounds 
having been completed, a large numljer of w’ork 
men were able to continue their task of rebuilding 
»»ther parts of the structure, despite the heavy rain. 
With delays from bad Aveatlier eliminated, the 
new grandstand will soon l>e finished. 

Arrivals from the north and east of horses, 
horsemen and jo<keys were numerous today. The 
consignments of John C. Ferris.s and John I^ow'e 
got in from Kentucky. Inrtnrted !n the n‘tTh»s 

string was Jack Han? Jr., Col. W. E. Applegate’s 
fine sprinter, wiiile I./)we brought American Ace, 
one of the fastest sprint<‘rs in the country over a 
fast track. Both of these establishments took 
fpiarters at tlie Fair <; rounds, hut Ix)we will send 
several horses to Jefferson I^rk. 

Trsiim-rs Bill Carroll and K. N. Vestal brought 
two of the largest racing eslablisliraents for the 
winter s<*ason hen* yesterday, iiie former has nine- 
teen coming two -year- olds belonging to A. B. 
Hpreckels. Avliile the latter is in charge of the 
horses, twenty -three in niiml)er, which are tlie 
pro|s*rty of G. L. Blackford ami I. E. Clark. The 
Spreikels horses wen* bred at their owner’s farm 
nt Napa, California, and they an* :ons and daugh 
ters of Uuunymede, Voorhe«*s and Dr. I^eggo. Four 
le<‘u colts and five fillies comprise this band. 

MANY TEXAS -BRED YEARLINGS. 

There an* twenty-two c<»ming two-year-olds and 
one now tw*o-year-oId in the Blackford and Clark 
('onsignroents. These youngsters wvre also bred 
by their respective owners at Dennison and Schul- 
lenherg. Texas. They an* the progeny of Met*liek. 
Hot -Buck and Even*tt. Thew* two stables al-o 
obtained quarters at the Fair Grounds, as tliey will 
have nutliiug to ra<*e until that meeting oinms on 
.liinuary 1. wiien the two-year-old races will begin. 
Jockey Jack Metcalf, who has b«*<‘n connected with 
the Spreckels stable for years until he w'ent east 
last spring, will be back witli his old employer 
agnin and will ride tin; two-year-olds for him dur- 
ing the winter. 

Word w'us received today from George Barnes 
to the effect that he will send tw’elve horses here 
from I>ouisville Wediie.*'duy night. Milo Shields will 
*»eml along five in the same ear. Included in the 
coiisigiinieiit which Barnes is training for C. W.

inirehased from J. Hal Woodford and which won 
:it the first asking for his new owner. Shields 
will have Korbly, wiiieh raced with much success 
over the Fiir Grounds track last winter, and Jim 
lieffering. a mud horse par excellence, in his stable.

This is the first visit of both of these 
riders to New’ Orleans since racing was revival 
here.

Jiere. Five carloads are hehl up now above Moiit- 
gumery, Ala., from the same <*ause, and they are 
**xi»ected in some time tomorrow. Tliese horses 
have also l>een nn tlie road since Saturday. 

John J. Troxler got in this mariiiiig. and failing 
to flml his horses and tliose of T. Buell, wliich 

were shipiied iu the same car from I»uisville last 
Saturday, lie began an investigation and found that 
u washed out bridge lias tliem held up somewhere 
lu Mississippi. He is bringing only Alula and Betiiel 
mu here to raw next winter. Before leaving 

Kentucky he scut June Pennj’baker and Fcm Ilaud- 
ley to the Military Stock Farm, near Lexington, to 
be turned out for the winter, and he sent Uhymer 
and Hasty Cora to Havana with P. J. Williams.

SCARCITY OF HORSES IS INEVITABLE 



Registration of Foals for 1919 Lowest in Fourteen 
Years — Believe Low -Water Mark Reached. 



Big Crowds Attest to Popularity of Sport When Held 
in Connection with Motor Racing. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., November 11.— Scarcity of 
horses next year is inevitable. Such is the opinion 
of W. H. Rowe, liead of the Jockey Club registra- 
tion department. Looking over the registration of 
foals for 1919, there are 134 less than in 1918, the 
total Ixdng 1.884 against 1,7.50. There may be a 
few’ more added to the number this year of what 
are know’u as stragglers, but they will net be suf- 
ficimit in numlier to make up the shortage betw’een 
tills year and last. Considering the fact tluire 
were 4,41.5 foal registrations in 190.5, the decrease 
is almost appalling, this year's total bidiig 
less than iu 190.5. This .show’s alsiiit 100 piT cent 
more registrations fourteen years ago tlian there 
are this year. 

Naturally tlie war and cessation of racing and 
breeding in spots caused much of this deereuso, 
but contrary to tins argument comes the fact that 
from the year 1914, or the beginning of the w’ar, 
there have lM*en 1,470 foreign-bred horses brought 
to this cou.’itry. Mr. Rowe considers this year 
w’ill mark the low tide of the industry, and at- 
tributes inncli of the shortage this year more to 
casualties than the scarcity of brood mares. “I 
have lieard many reports of ‘slips’ and deaths of 
s-acklings,” said Mr. Rowe, “and I firmly believe 
the figures of this year w’ould have shown an iii- 
v-rease over those of 1918 but for accident and inci- 
dents. From wiiat I can learn the number of 
brood mares is iiierea?ing, but has a long way to 
go lie fore the n?gistration will reach the figures 
of fourteen and fifteen years ago. 

“What will also add to' the scarcity this year will 
be the lack of importations. Heretofore there have 
been .|ua^ lu>rj^*s coum from Europe brought here 
by Major Belmont, the late H. B. Duryea, <^la^- 
ence Mackay. Mr. Rosseter and many shipped here 
by various ow’ners on speciihition. Such importations 
liave not occurred this year and are unlikely, as 
thoroughbreds are as scarce in foreign countries 
as here.” 

Looking over tlie prospects of entries in the races 
for WJO, there will be anything but abundance of 
horses at any one track, if they are <*<iually divided. 
There are practically five racing sections: New 

York, Maryland. Kentmky. Paiiaila and the west. 
Many times there will be conflictlon in three dis- 
trh'ts and sometiiftes four. This year there w’ore 
apiiniximately 3. .500 horses racsHl. Divide these by 
five and it leaves but uliout 700 horses for each 
district. Tlie far west will not have possibly more 
than 300, which w’oiild leave 3,1.*00 for division be- 
tw’een the four main swtions, or 80f) each. Which- 
ever w’ay one looks at the situation, horses will be 
scarce. These facts liave protialdy been well 
thought out by tho.se owners who have been willing 
to buy horses ami claim them at fabulous prices 
from elaiming ami selling races. Horses are lield 
at prohibitive prices tlicse days of si-arcity and phe 
iiomeuul purst‘s.

RACING COMING BACK IN CALIFORNIA 



LOS ANGELES, Cal., November 11. — Horse racing 
is c-oming back in California. Southern California, 
the home of Lucky Baldwin and the setting for some 
brilliant racing in years gone by, is again seeing 
the thorouglibreds run. 

The Ascot Speedway Association four years ago 
took over the old Ascot horse track in the city 
limits. The tmek W’as paved and tilted to racing 
pitch on tlie curves and converted into a mile 
s|M*edway. Here each winter sea.son have been run 
motor r.M*es avIUi marked succ*e.ss. 

I..ast month a rodc*o w’us Iield, and in c’onnection 
with the w’e.'itern events three riiiining races were 
eanh*d. Tlie return of the thoroughbreds was such 
an instantr.iMcus hit that the rac*es were increasc*d 
to five tlie last day, Sunday, W’heu C0,000 persons 
were at tlie park. 

F'ollowing these races the runners wrent to E.xik>- 
sitioa Park, which is owned by tiio State of Cali- 
fornia. Here ill the heart of the city the horses 
ran daily in connection with the live stock show’. 
Again the races W’crc iicpu'.ar. 

The re; ult is that the annual Thanksgiving day 
motor race at Ascot this year will be reduced to 
fifty miles to make roerm for five running races. 

the holiday crow’d will have varied sjKirt, w’atch- 
ing the motor contests on the mile and the horse 
racing on an inner truck, just under the mile. Tliis 
track was built tw’o weeks before the last meeting 
and proved siirpri.singly fast. Since then it has 
been w’orked continuously so that tlie horses w’ill 
have as good a course as iu tin* old days of Ascot. 



ROSSETER STABLE FOR BOWIE RACING 



BALTIMORE, Md., November 11.— Two of the 
most lU’omisixig of the t\vo-j*ear-olds that W’ill race 
at Bowie this fall under the silks of J. H. Rosseter, 
fine of the leading producers of thoroughbreds in 
California now, are Irish -bred. These youngsters 
are Mark Vri’st and Sfpiire Cliarlie. Mr. Rosseter 
bou;;!it the dams of Mark Vv’est and Squire Charlie 
— Santa Malta and Berrill’s Choice — for service at 
his Wikiup Stud, in Ireland, and before bringing 
tliem to the United States he had them mnt(‘d with 
.Sqiiin* Jaek, a hig-hoiietl horse of the fencing type, 
by S\vt-<*theart, which is stamling in Ireland, in the 
exiH'etation tliat tlicy might produce from sueli a 
mating a couple of liorses that could be developed 
Into steeplechasers. Squire Jaek had been in the 
government service as a sire of cavalry horses be 
fore Mr. Rosseter si*nt Berrill’s Choice and Santa 
Malta to him. His e.xpectation of securing jump- 
ing tyiies has not been dlsiippointed. Squire Charlie 
looks so good to the cross-country sharps, who are 
already stirring about for material for next fall’s 
renewals of the Ticket of Leave and Elkridge 
Steeplechases. Mr. Rosseter has turned down several 
offers for him. Mark West is not so well developed, 
but he is growing. It is not likely, however, that 
either of these sons of Squire Jaek will leave the 
Rosseter st.ihie. The California siKirtsman is not 
sure that he will not himself have a few jumpers 
in the field next year. 

Scpiire Charlie, which is a big striding colt, may 
turn out to be Mr. Rosseter’s best racing asset at 
Prince George Park in the course of the last fort- 
night of November. He is nothing if not a long 
route racer, and in all of his races at Laurel Park 
and Pimlico he has shown improvement. Charles 
Casey, who is training the Rosseter string, is of 
the opinion that Sipiire Cliarlie will be hard to 
beat iu the long distance races for two-year-olds 
tliat will be salient features of the Bowie meeting. 
Rollicking Airs, Wediling Cake, Passing Shower, 
Furmingdale and one or tw’o others will be iu the 
Rosseter string at Bowie. The Californian has two 
capital riders in Johnson and Humiltoii.

A short time back, due to the success of 5Iad Hatter in the rich Latonia 
Championship Stakes, Fair Play was in the lead for a brief space of time, but the sons and daughters 
of the older horse rallied to his aid so effectively that he is again at the lie.-id of affairs and likely to 
remain there. The stair representatives of the two close I'onteiulers will soon be in "winter quarters. 
Then whatever additions are to be made to their respe<*tlve totals will come from their humbler progeny. 
In that detail Star Shoot’s hardy family is so much the more numerous that his adviintage' is great and 
he is more than probably the premier American sire for the fifth time since 1910. Fair Play has won 
great fame this year as a sire and can await another day to achieve the produest title of stiul life. 
Ballot is third to the two close contenders and for the first time shows over .5100.000 won in a year hy 
his progeny. This in his day splendid race horse is carrying on the Hermit line of Newminster in great 
style and accumulating n family bound to l>e of gn*at future value in American breeding. Sweep has 
fallen from his lofty pedestal of last year as the premier, hut is doing well ami fourth in the twenty 
list. It is quite iwssible that he. too, will have over to his creilit before the end of the year.
